þf his Majeſties Colonies in America, His Majeſty has been pleaſed ro ſignific his Royal Pleaſure 
{to Me, That 1 ſhould ſtrictly torbid all bis Majeſties SubjeQs, or others, - inhabiting within. the 
Diſtricts of my Government, thar they forbeax. holding any Cotreſpondence with, or giving any 
dſkiſtance to any of the ſaid Perſons, while they are engaged in the aforeſaid Enterprize ; and 
that no Proviſions, Arms, Ammunition, or other neceſſaries whatſoever, be carried from .hence 
blo them, nor be permitted to be carried, either in their. own Veſſels, or any other-Ship br Veſſel 
For their Uſe, In purſuance of his Majeſties ſaid Royal Will and Pleaſure, I haverhought fit, by
